In the long term this last-named topic 
will represent by fur the grvalest and 
ınost coınplex challenge. Nato leaders 
will, moreover, have ditfcully ın mee Ung 
it. At best they will manage indirectly, 
always providing that psychological 
stratagems prove their worth. 

This is why Nato will have to retain, OJ 
regain, credibility in its proclaine' 
targets, a point made clearly and 
anxiously for the first time by no less 
than half a dozen Foreign Ministers in 
Copenhagen. 

The commitment that resounds in the 
preamble lo the North Atlantic Treaty 
“to safeguard the freedom, common 
heritage and civilisation of our peoples, 
based on ihe principles of democracy, 
individual freedon and tlie rule of law,” 
exists on paper only for the govemnments 
of a number of member-countries. 

When other member-govemments 
tacitly tolerate this state of affairs Nato 
certainly appears less convincing. Crit 
icism, on the other hand, creates 
difficulties. It is hard to find the golden 
mean.

New CDU leader is not in 
for an easy time 


t the ınoıment the government is 

enjoying an unheard-of privilege. IL 
can do ~ or leave undone — practically 
anything it wishes. There is no 
Opposilion. Of course the “union” 
parties are stlll raising thelr voice and 
making It heard far and wide at times. But 
basically the Chancellor and his goverrı- 
ment are faced by a large group of 
individual opponents, not a concorled 
Opposition. 

There is no Opposition qualified and 
ready to take over the responsibility of 
government at any moment, as Our 
parliamenlary democracy provides for. 

Following Rainer Barzel’'s resignation 
from his two offlces — partly and floor 
leader — the CDU is now irrevocably 
forced to ıccept the challenge presented 
lo it to reform İts inlernal slruclure. 

It is lle to squabble over tle claim that 
ihe party should have done this back in 
the aulunm of 196% when lt ceased (o 
provide the Federal Chancellor, and argue 
that the purty has again taken its time 
since the election disasler of last 
November in getting to grips with this 
problem. 

‘There are Ihree reasuns why this year ls 
appropriate {o mark the beginning of a 
new era fur Ihe CDU, The first was {he 
election of Karl Carstens Lo lhe position 
of Chairman of the parliamentary partly, 
then ıe election of Helmut Kohl lo the 
role uf Chuirmim of the party as a whole. 
This at least marks {he formal ekl of the 
leadership crisis, 

Then thirdly, u the prly-politicd 
conference in Hamburg in October there 
will be the attempt lo puuvile the CDU 
wiin a new political line, discussions (hat 
are bound to spurk ofl may it condlict, 

Thus Ilelumt Kohl is entering into û 
key posinon. lle is taking on an office 
ilıat ın ali faimness lıas beer hke un empty 
house in the past, a decorative but nol 
particularly useful position. 

In truth the party bigwigs in (he past — 
Korirad Adenauer, Ludwig Erhard, Kurt 
Georg Kiesinger and Rainer Barzel — only 
wanted to hold this _position for 
dog-in-the-manger reasons. Tliey were coli-

The leadership of the party has always 
conte from ihe Chancellor's office, or 
since 1969 from the parliamentary leader 
of the Opposition and candidate for tlio 
Chancellery. 

The short period during which 
Adenauer conlinued to lead the CDU, but 
his successor Ludwig Erlıard, whom 
Adenauer only suffered unwillingîy, 
reigned as Chancellor, should serve as û 
warning agaist unproductive dualisın of 
leadership. 

There is no guarantee that this would 
automatically be repeated in all ils 
horrific details. Nevertheless the rivalry 
for influence and power we can expect 
between Carslens and Kohl is only 
natural. Netther regards himself simply as 
an interim solution. Quite apart from tho 
two men’s differing temperaments and 
ihe differing ability to get their own way’ 
which is sure to make iiself felt tho 
obvious advantage lics wiih the Chairman 
of the purliamenlary party, (he floor 
leader Carsteus. 

All decisions taken by the parliament- 
ary gtoup originate fromm lılm or at least 
pass through his hamls at some stage. 
Nothing by-passes him. It is up to him in 
create majorities and reconcile minorities, 

In Ihe ceme it is he, as Ihe ınost 
important spokesman of his pirly in {he 
Bundeslag, who has to present CDLI 
policies Forcefully amd convincingly. In 
terms of office, however, he ıs the bom 
audyersary of the Chancellor.

Thus le is automatically 
regarded as the alternative to the leader 
of the government, Carstens would be a 
great disappointment if he viewed his role 
otherwise! 

The party leader, on the other hand, 
generally speaking plays second fiddle, 
unless, that is, he is bold enough to try to 
win fame for himself with adventurous 
go-it-alone ventures. It is not a posilion 
that covers a man in glory. It would be 
doing Kohl an injustice 10 deny that he 
has set himself high standards in taking 
on a job that is really mainly a question 
of filling a vacuunı. 

The plight of the CDU is basically due 
to signs of decay, failures and weaknesses 
which spread through the party in its 
twenly years in power and which cannot 
be put to rights by pragmatic efforts in 
the Bundestag, however striking lhese 


It would be unjust. to 
dismiss him as “provincial” and Kohl has 
alway's been upset by such criticism. 

With his skills at mockery and irony 
Kohl has often proved that his state does 
not only produce slow-witted plodders:

Michaelis said that the stcel industry is 
no longer one of the major growth 
industries, which is why its profits have 
been disappointing. He views world 
inflallon as the result of a ruthless 
worldwide battle for growth, using 
technology to make a structural 
breakthrough and aiming at unlimled 
opportunities of manipulating time and 
space and other aspects of life by means 
of technology.

This battle domands massive sums in 
capital, the sort of money that only 
gigantle international firms can ralse. 

Seventy-five per cent of Westem 
industrial productivity devolves to 2,000 
firms at {he most. Sixty per cent of 
American capllal is tied up in just 200 
firms, And in Japan a mere half a dozen 
glant companies account for aboul half 
the gross national procluct, 

Multi-nationals lave grown so big that 
they are scarcely afiected by national 
monetary policies and are virtually free of 
the rauge of cecononic policies. About 
eighly E cent of the increase In gross 
national product 1s the reinvestment of 
multi-nationals for expansion purposes, 
This capital requirement is today fifty per 
cent higher than len years ago and will 
soon be double, 


I n most countries affected by inflation, 
and whiclı countrles are not, even the 
toughest measures are failing to halt the 
price spiral. A new survey of tlıls 
situation has placed the blame for this 
fallure on multi-national oligopolies, 
These companies can easily skale round 
government restrictions on their pricing 
policy. 

In mid-May Brassert Oxygen Teclınik 
(BOT) met in Zürich. This is the firm with 
the {licence for the LD procoss for 
manufacturing steel with the aid of 
oxygen. This meeling was attended by 
more than one hundred licence holders 
from all over the world for an exchange of

The main problem is how politicians

These multinational oligopolies can 
counter any political attempt to stifle 
their growth by raising interest rates, All 
they have to do is raise their prices to 
obtain extra liquid cash. This is the 
reason for the paradox of rising prices as 
credit squeezes become tighter, 

In this way multi-nationals are 
financially autonomous. They continue 
to grow as fast as they will without any 
regard to the natural limits set by the 
resources of this pianel. 

In the face of this compe tition the little 
firms are gradually edged out or 
swallowed by the large companies. 
Economic and stabilisation policies hit 
hard at the little and medium sized 
companies, tlıat is to say the wrong ones.

Subsequent work-to-rule action led to 
the appointment of the Schlieker 
Commiselon in June 197l and in 
February 1972, after the commission had 
submitted its report, to a Ministry of 
Transport Committee that ' made the 
schizophrenia of offical policy only too

The minute acknowledged that owing 
to the increase in civil aviation air safety 
control! were increasingly working flat 
ouf, that the international concentration 
of alr traffic was largely to blame, that 
the inlegratlon of civil and military alr 
safely control was not simplifying 
matters and that a swifter succession of 


faster aircraft was intensifying the 
demands made on individual con trol. 
tower staff. 


Georg Leber, Transport Minister at the 
time, proposed accordingly to increase 
control-towor officials’ salaries by be. 
tween 600 and 700 Marks a month. For a 
mere 1,200 staff the additional burden on 
the Federal budget would have amounted 
to ten nıillion Marks per anum. 

The Cabinet felt unable to consent to

But tho go-slow has made nonsense of 
tinie tables and at Frankfurt’s Rhine-Main 
alrport, Just like any other air lenninal in 
the country at the montent, and most 


people spend most of thelr tlne 
wondering whether their flight will ever 
get off the ground. 


For the first time ever Frankfurt, this 
country's major intermational airport, has 
had tempurarily to ba conıpletely closed 
to trafic for lack of adequate alr safety 
precautions. n this il has shared the fato 
of Hanover, Düsseldorf and Munich 
alrpor!s, 

For the fifih time since 1968 air 
travellers have sat packed Jlke sardines in 
overcrowded departure lounges or, worse 
still, in motionless aircraft on the runway, 
wailing patiently for hour after hour, 
Half a day's delay is once more nothing 
out of the ordinary. 

What is more, no one can be sure which 
fight stands any chance of getting fron 
A to B. Unliko on previous occasiuns the 
coutrolctower staff go slow at different 
airports from one day to the next, 
bringing traffic to a virlual standstill 
0 by working to rule or by reporting 
sick. 

The situation changes so rapidly that 
even the emergency timetables drawn up 
by Lufthansa are proving a waste of lime. 
Hundreds of flights have been cancelled 
in the first week of the go-slow, The 
financial loss has yet to be estimated. 

The (inancial losses could reaclı jumbo 
proportions if the work-to-mule Were to 
carry on until the holiday season — and 
the school holidays start in mid-June in 
North Rhine-Westphalia, the most po- 
ptlous slate in the coun try. 

The first lake-offs of Jumbo jets to 
Majorca have already been delayed, 
Hundreds of holidaymakers have had to 
be shunted by coach and rail to other 
airports where services were still 
functioning moze or less normally. 

Even SO, at a rough estimate 350,000 
halidaymakers from this country will be 
flying to their holiday destinations in 
June, 400,000 in July and a further 
350,000 in August. 

No one has any idea what is to happen 
if thousands of them have 1o be shuttled 
to less strikebound airports at extra cost 
or if thetr flights are cancelled altogether 
and their holidays fall flat, as it wera. 

Hundreds of thousands of members of

Rihmkorfs politicians are always 
thinking of the next business coup they 
can bring off. This makes them very 
two-dimensional and acceptable neither 
for politics nor for the theatre. Perhaps 
this alienation fronı the theatre is 
something Rühmkorf shares with them. :

A s lhe curtain fell boos rang oul, but 
soon the cheers wilh which the 
people of Düsseldorf like to reward their 
actors drowned them out. When the 
author appeured on the silage, tiny

These were bravos for cheap jokes about 
power and impolency, bravos for 


an operetta about slavery and the class 
struggle, war, hunger and deat. 

For Peter Ruhuukorf, the leflist poet, 
the world seemıs to be filed with pitiful 
marionettes capable of nothing bu acting 
according to class principles and 
attempting lo gain a few small advantages 
fof lhemselves, Existences such as this 
deserve no pity. They die from the scorn 
poured on them by their author, wlio 
makes his audience anı accomplice in tis 
cynical bit of pleasure. 

Of course Rühmkorf means his play to 
be didactic. His plans in Was hei§t hier 
Volsinii? (What does this Volsinii 
mean?) are to show the mechanisnıs 
which functioned in the Etruscan city of 
Volsinil as much as in more recent history 
right up.to the present day. 

The rich people in Volsint hold the 
power and stir up the poor citizens 
against the even poorer slaves. And when 
they cannot prevail against the army they 
call on a powerful foreign ally, in this 
case Rome, io suppress their own 
fellow-countrymen.

tion of a penny arcade complete with 
photo maclıiine.

The second environment is a living- 
room with seven televison sets and a wall 
covered wlth pictures of stars. This 
depicts the inner world of the characters 
through thelr outer world and underlines 
ihe problems of Williams” children of 
McLuhan and Marlon Brando. 

One of them says at once point: “The 
inside of my skull is decoraled with 
pictures.” Television, films, radio bont- 
bard them ceaselessly with synthetically 
contrived images of luman beings, It is 
iho “phychoparasites” and “media 
terrorists" that tlhe author is altacking,. 
He believes that telly destroys men. 

At the centre of this computer youth 
group is Perowne (Knut Hinz) wlio is 
suffering [rom television-slckness. When 
the sets are on he suffers epileptic fits. 
The channels are engraved on his mind. 

His friend Maurice (Gerd Böckmann) 
claims ihal he can be demagnetised. In 
reality he exploits the hypersensitive 
media-neurotic Perowne, To express it in 
the language of the play: he draws juice 
from his car Battery, climbs into his trip 
and helps himself to his greater fantasy 
aggregates. 

Then there is Sadie (Barbara Petritsch). 
Her exploitation of Perowne culminates 
in he bloody closing scene. She takes a 
Black and Decker and bores a hole in 
Perowne’s skull to give him “an erection 
of the brain”. 

Heathcote Williams, 32, worked over 
two years on this play commissioned by 
the Royal Court Theatre, London.

1971 figure of one and a half million high 
school pupils compares with only 
850,000 in 1961. 

During the same period the nunıber of 
secondary modern pupils in the Federal 
Republic increased from 445,000 to 
915,000. The number of university 
sludents has increased from 212,000 to 
the present figure of 425,000. Only three 
per cent of children left school with the 
#Abitur in 1950. By 1971 the figure has 
risen lo twelve per cent. 

On the whole therefore cducational 
planners have done justice to demands for 
more educatlon for broader sections of 
the population. Their mistake was that 
they did not foresee the unexpected run 
on educational institutions that occurred 
as ga result, Thal is the reason for today's 
bottlenecks. 

It ls ironic lhat, despile their mistakes, 
the educational planners lave been saved 
by the manufacturers of ihe conlracep- 
tive pill. There can be no doubt that the 
decline in the bih rale that has resulted 
from the use of the Pill has eased lhe 
sirain on the education system, though 
the effects of this process will only 
gradually become apparent over the ext 
fifteen years. 

Part-lime teachers will still be required 
over (le next [ew years and lessons will 
continue to be cancelled. The education 
ministries must seck new ways of helping 
schools. 

The age limit for part-time teachers 
could be raised ad industry could offer 
reasonable jobs to high school pupils 
without the Ahitur so hat they bave an 
alternalive to study. Bul the present 
shortcomings are bound to continue.

The children now entering elententary 
school are the first of the post-bulge 
generation. The teacher-pupil ratlo must 
therefore automatically improve, espe- 
cially as an increase in the number of 
teaching posts is planned.

Blood test to 
spot cancer 


Bie tests to trace cancer of the 
hungs, stomach or intestines are 
currently being examinod by hospitals 
and research institutes in Europe and 
America lo study thoir practical 
application. 

The Hansen test was developed after 
years of research sponsored by a Swiss 
pharmaceutical firm and Dr Rolf Studer 
recently spoke of this method at a 
conference in Düsseldorf. 

Studer warned doclors not to expect 
too much from the as it also reacted to 
other diseases such as alcohol-induced 
liver complaints, inflammation of the 
intesline or even lhoavy smoking. 

This complicated and highly sensi tive 
procedure could iol therefore teplave 
painstaking medical examinations, ho 
claimed. It could at best be used in 
conjunction with medical treatment, 

The test depends on a speclfic protein 
body that was nol discovered until 1965. 
This is the carcino-embryonic-an tigen 
(CEA) which occurs alongside certain 
malignant lumours and appears in the 
blood of cancer patienls in quantities of a 
million th of a milligramıme. 

A series of tests on more than ten 
thousand patients revealed that seventy 
toyeighty' per cent of those with cancer of 
the Îungs, stomach or intestines had a 
higher CEA level in their blood. The more 
extensive the cancer tumour was, the 
higher the CEA level.

New method of treating 
wounds outlined 


This procedure was first used to close 
chronic skin wounds, At this year's 
congress Dr P. Klein of Marburg 
University Hospital told golegates how 
the method could be used to treat burns, 

Under normal conditions it is impos. 
sible to stop germs getting into the 
wounds caused by burns, But the 
infection can be controlled if good 
circufatior Is restored by encouraging the 
gtowth of new tissue, 

The Z16 nutrient solutlon developed 
by Parshley and Simms is evidently well 
suited for accelerating this process, 
Eleven patients whose wounds were 
continually covered witlı bandages sonked 
in Ihis solution developed new tissue 
within a nratter of days. Dead tissuo was 
rejected and infection contained. 

Even in. parts of the body which 
appctred to havc suffered third-degree 
burns small areas of skin formed as a 
result of treatment with the nutrient 
solution. Tlıese remains normally perish 
through dehydration or infection when 
ather methods are used, 

Dactors at Marburg University Hospital 
found that patients felt the method was 
doing them good. Keeping the bandages 
damp all the time relieved the pain 
around the burn arıd piinkillers were not 
normally required, 

Dr E. Meisler spoke of the beneficlul 
effects of laser beams on healing 
processes cm behalf of a research team 
from Budapest. The seven patients wo 
took part in the experiment all had 
chronic skin ulcers whicli had not which 
had not responded to normal lreatment, 


including plastic surgery. 
But all the ulcers could be cured with 
the aid of laser beams, Previous 


histochemical and electron-optic exami- 
nalions suggest that this laser effect is 
based on the stimulation of connective 
tissue synthesis by means of an enzyme 
process.

conversallon. Everybody wants to 
know that diet should be followed to 
remain fit and healthy and not put on 
excess weight. But orle aspect normally 
remains unmentioned — the question of 
drink. A prominent nutritional researcher 
has now turned to this subject, 


Daily water consumption varies. Some 
people rarely drink and consunıe their 
iquid requirements with their solid food. 
Others believe that the only way to 
quench their thirst is to down several 
pints of water {or beer) a day. 

Studies in America have tevealed that a 
daily consumption of only eight hundred 
millilitres of water or as many as slx litres 
can be considered equally normal — even 
when these widely diffeting levels are 
zreeislared under practically identical 
living con TIN me.
